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1. GENERAL CALM PREVAILS IN LISBON APRIL 27, 
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AFTER 24 HOURS OF SPORADIC ACTS VANDALISM AND OCCASIONAL 
VIOLENCE. MANY DOWNTOWN MONUMENTS, BUILDING FACADES, AND STREET 
SIGNS PAINTED WITH HAMMERS AND SICKLES AND CALLS FOR ACTION 
ON MAY 1; BANK AND SHOP WINDOWS BROKEN AND BOARDED UP. PRESS 
REPORTS A NUMBER OF SUPERMARKETS AND APPLIANCE STORES BROKEN 
INTO APRIL 26, AND THAT AT LEAST 38 PERSONS DETAINED FOR 
LOOTING. 

2. NUMBER OF BUILDINGS HOUSING ORGANIZATIONS WHICH SYMBOLIZED 
PREVIOUS REGIME WERE OBJECT OF MOB WRATH APRIL 26. 

PRESS REPORTS HOSTILE CROWD SURROUNDED BUILDING OF MORNING 
PAPER EPOCA (OWNED BY POLITICAL MOVEMENT ACCAO NACIONAL POPULAR), 
DESTROYING FIVE VEHICLES BELONGING TO IT. MILITARY POLICE ARRIVED 
1440 HOURS TO PROTECT PREMISES AND 19 OCCUPANTS, WHO REMOVED TO 
SAFETY BY ARMY TRUCKS THROUGH CROWD SHOUTING INSULTS. CROWD 
TRIED BUT FAILED SET FIRE BUILDING, CAUSED FIRE INSIDE, AND 
DAMAGED PRINTING PRESSES. 

3. HEADQUARTERS PORTUGUESE LEGION (RIGHT WING PARAMILITARY 
ORGANIZATION) ALSO ATTACKED BY CROWD. AT 1845 ARMY UNITS ARRIVED 
AT LEGION HEADQUARTERS AND REMOVED 3 ARMED LEGIONNAIRES WHO 
BESIEGED INSIDE. A NUMBER WEAPONS SEIZED BY TROOPS IN BUILDING. 

4. OTHER INSTALLATIONS RANSACKED WERE ANP (ACCAO NACIONAL 
POPULAR) HEADQUARTERS, AND BUILDING HOUSING CENSORSHIP 
APPARATUS. MANY CENSORSHIP RECORDS WERE STREWN ON STREET BY 
CROWD, BUT LATER RETRIEVED BY DIRECTOR OF LIBERAL REPUB LICA AND 
HANDED OVER TO ARMY. 

5. THROUGHOUT APRIL 26, ARMY WAS REPORTED ROUNDING UP SUSPECTED 
DGS AGENTS AT VARIOUS PLACES THROUGHOUT CITY. THERE WERE AT 

I EAST TWO CASES REPORTED OF ATTACKS BY CROWDS ON BYSTANDERS 
BELIEVED TO BE DGS, AND ONE PAPER REPORTS PSP (METROPOLITAN 
POLICE) AGENT SHOT AND KILLED (PRESUMABLY BY SNIPER) AT 1730, 

APRIL 26. ANOTHER REPORT TELLS OF CROWDS CHASING SUPPOSED DGS 
AGENT INTO JORNAL DO COMERCIO BUILDING AT 2300. DOORKEEPER 
AND PSP SUB-CHIEF STONED BY CROWD AND HOSPITALIZED AS RESULT. 

6. DEATH TOLL SO FAR PROBABLY STANDS AT 6. IN ADDITION 

TO ONE PSP AGENT REPORTED ABOVE, THREE PERSONS (INCLUDING ONE 
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DGS AGENT) REPORTEDLY KILLED AND MANY INJURED APRIL 25 IN 
VICINITY DGS HEADQUARTERS. TWO OTHER PERSONS INJURED (IN 
CIRCUMSTANCES NOT DESCRIBED) ON APRIL 26 LATER DIED IN HOSPITAL. 

7. PEACEFUL MARCH TOOK PLACE IN DOWNTOWN ROSSIO AREA 
BEGINNING 1800 APRIL 26. SOME 500 YOUNG DEMONSTRATORS (ACCOMPANIED 
BY ANOTHER 1500 CURIOSITY SEEKERS) PARADED UP MAIN AVENUE CHANTING 
SLOGANS AND CARRYING BANNERS READING "TOTAL AMNESTY," "RIGHT TO 
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STRIKE," 'FREE UNIONISM," "END THE WAR," AND "TRY THE DOS 
ASSASSINS." (PRESS PUT TOTAL CROWD AT 5,000) POLICE NOWHERE IN 
EVIDENCE, BUT CROWD MOOD FESTIVE AND PEACEFUL. MANY DEMONSTRATORS 
WORE CDE ARMBANDS AND OTHERS PASSED OUT MRPP (PRO-CHINESE MARXIST 
GROUP) LITERATURE. 

8. AMCONSUL OPORTO REPORTS SURRENDER DGS FORCES OPORTO 1500 
LOCAL APRIL 26. CROWD OF 4,000-5,000 IN DOWNTOWN OPORTO AREA 
EARLY EVENING APRIL 26. 500 ACTIVIST MARCHERS HEADED 

FOR THE PSP BUILDING WHERE SHOTS FIRED. AMCONSUL, WHO WAS 
PRESENT, SAW AMBULANCES AND HEARD THAT TWO PERSONS WOUNDED. 

PRESS ACCOUNTS FROM OPORTO REPORT 20 PERSONS, INCLUDING 5 
POLICE (PSP), INJURED EVENING APRIL 25 IN ENCOUNTERS BETWEEN 
PSP AND CROWD 300 DEMONSTRATORS. 

9. RAIL AND AIR TRANSPORTATION SITUATION IS UNCERTAIN. ACCORDING 
CIVIL AVIATION DIRECTOR, AIRPORT IS LIKELY TO OPEN AFTERNOON 
APRIL 27. TRAIN SERVICE IRREGULAR. AMCONSUL 

OPORTO REPORTS TRAINS LEAVING PORTUGAL IN NORTH STOPPED AT 
BORDER. WE HAVE SIMILAR REPORTS FROM OTHER BORDER POINTS. 

ENTERING TRAINS ARE PERMITTED, BUT DEPARTING TRAINS ARE NOT. 

BORDER CHECK POINTS (HERETOFORE MANNED BY DGS) UNDER MILITARY 
POLICE CONTROL, OPEN IRREGULARLY. 

10. JUNTA CALLED PRESS CONFERENCE FOR NOON APRIL 27 AT DEFENSE 
MINISTRY. ACCORDING EYEWITNESS FOREIGN PRESS INVITED TO 
LEAVE AFTER PICTURE-TAKING SESSION. THOSE REMAINING INCLUDED 
REPRESENTATIVES OF PORTUGUESE MEDIA (INCLUDING CONSERVATIVE 
WRITERS FOR EPOCA (SEE PARA 2)) AND POLITICAL GROUPINGS SUCH 

AS SEDES. REPORTEDLY JUNTA SPOKESMAN GAVE MEDIA REPS GENERAL 
OUTLINE OF LIMITS ON PRESS ACTIVITY DURING PRESENT TRANSITION PERIOD.
